Brisbane notched up another win in 
its 32 game unbeaten run on Friday 
night, defeating Adelaide United 7-1 
in a match that produced perhaps the 
most outstanding display of attacking 
football in A-League history. 

Dario Vidosic gave the visitors an early 
lead before Brisbane showed just why they 
are the A-League champions, four goals in 
an eight-minute span gave the home team 
a 4-1 lead by the 28th minute. 

Albanian striker Besart Berisha led the 
charge with a predatory performance, re- 
cording only the second hat trick in Bris- 
bane’s history and the fastest ever in the 
A-League on his way to a four-goal haul. 
Adelaide began the match employing the 
same high pressing game that has been 
the standard anti-Brisbane tactic so far this 
season. Brisbane’s opponents to date had 
failed to capitalize on their early chances 
created by the high press but Adelaide 
didn’t waste any time in lighting up the 
scoreboard. 

Former Roar player Dario Vidosic was 
given the benefit of the doubt by the of- 
ficials in the 4th minute when he latched 
onto a ball played through Brisbane’s de- 
fensive line. The midfielder cut back inside 
Matthew Jurman on the edge of the area 
and fired a well placed shot into the bottom 
right hand corner of Michael Theoklitos’ 
net that left the home crowd in a stunned 
silence. 

Vidosic has caught the eye already during 
the start to this season and he was again 
causing the Brisbane defence problems 
in the 16th minute, beating Matt Smith for 
pace but his cross for Sergio Van Dijk was 
cut out by Jurman. 

Van Dijk was the next to spring Brisbane’s 
offside trap, sending a tame shot into the 
hands of Theoklitos when he should have

Andrezhi- 
no tore Adelaide apart in Round 1, looking 
like a new A-League superstar, but couldn't 
replicate the performance in Rounds 2 and 
3 and found himself on the bench for this 
game.

The Mariners will take the win but it wasn’t 
convincing. The main positives were the 
return of Amini who will make a huge dif- 
ference when fit, and the performance of 
Bernie Ibini who was replaced just as he 
was really starting to torment the Perth 
defence.

Melbourne Victory bagged their first 
two goals of the campaign and leap- 
frogged their opponents in Wellington 
with a 2-1 win over Wellington Phoe- 
nix. 

Though the match was billed as a show- 
case of Victory’s two big-name off season 
signings, it was their old names who got 
them across the line.

Tim Brown, Sanchez and Leo Bertos 
missed a handful of clearcut chances in 
the first half, the closest of which falling to 
Brown, who's header was smartly kept out 
by keeper Ante Covic, a matter of minutes 
after he blazed over the top when one-on- 
one with the Victory stopper.

Four red cards in four matches has seen 
too many forced changes in a squad al- 
ready thin due to injuries and a lack of 
depth. 

But on the Melbourne bench, Durakovic 
can be delighted as well as relieved. Vic- 
tory’s season is underway with their first 
win, the display of Thompson was excel- 
lent and they have taken full points from 
a ground where they haven't won since 
2008. They might have won by more, with 
a good chance coming to Kewell and a 
Thompson goal ruled out late on. 

Even Marco Rojas, who may have been 
excused an off day against his former club 
and a ten-thousand-strong crowd chant- 


ing ‘Judas’ to his every touch, was at his 
elusive and creative best at the front of the 
park after joining the match shortly before 
Hernandez’s goal.

Despite pulling together argu- 
ably their most impressive start 
to an A-League season in their 
five year existence, Wellington 
Phoenix find themselves on a two 
game losing streak and a short 
turn around before facing Central 
Coast Mariners on Friday.

‘Opportunity’. It’s a word bandied 
around a lot within the football in- 
dustry. For Evan Berger it is a word 
that sums up his move to Perth 
Glory from Melbourne Victory in the 
off season. 

After initially breaking his way into the 
Melbourne Victory first team, Berger 
played an important role in Ernie Mer- 
rick’s 2008/09 championship winning 
side starting 12 matches at left back 
throughout the campaign. Two sea- 
sons in the A-League and the small 
defender originally from New South 
Wales was playing first team football 
for Australia’s most successful domes- 
tic club. 

“It was great to be a part of it and 
actually contribute that season so it is 
something I'll live with for the rest of 
my life which was a great experience 
to be a part of and something I'll never 
forget.” Berger said of his break-out 
season with the Victory. 

However the following two seasons 
with the Victory saw Berger become 
a victim of a strong squad and heavy 
competition for first eleven places. 
What followed was irregular football 
and less opportunity in the Victory’s 
starting side. It proved to be the cata- 
lyst for the young defenders switch to 
Perth after the Glory came calling late 
last year.

After four years living in Melbourne, 
you could be forgiven for thinking that 
the move to West Australia would have 
been a tough one for Berger, but with 
the help of his new teammates and a 
similar football environment the relo- 
cation has been made easy for the 24 
year-old. 

“I've settled in really well, the boys 
have been great helping me settle 
in...It's a fairly similar set up football 
wise, the facilities over here are really 
good and the football and the training 
side have been really good as well so 
| couldn't have asked for a smoother 


transition to be honest.” 

Being forced to constantly move away 
from home and family and friends is one 
of the drawbacks of being a profession- 
al footballer. It is one of the sacrifices 
players make to further their careers. 
Famously, recently returned Socceroo 
Harry Kewell lived in Istanbul for three 
seasons playing for Galatasaray as 
his young family continued to reside in 
England. 

For Berger it is not a notion he is com- 
pletely unfamiliar with. As a teenager 
from Lakesland, New South Wales he 
moved to Canberra and lived at the 


Australian Institute of Sport as a mem- 
ber of the Young Socceroos squad. 

Berger believes the year in Canberra 
as a teenager has benefited him in the 
long run. 

“That gave me a good grounding for 
what it would be like to live away from 
home, away from Mum and Dad, family 
and friends.” 

Likewise the move down south to Mel- 
bourne Victory on his first professional 
contract has made the move to the 
Glory a little easier. 

“To be fair Melbourne Victory were first 
class in looking after all the youngsters 


who had moved down there from inter- 
state. So it wasn’t that hard and that 
definitely made it a lot easier when | 
moved from Melbourne over to Perth.” 

Berger’s time with the Young Soc- 
ceroos at the Institute of Sport not only 
prepared him for the move away from 
family and friends but also for life as a 
professional footballer. 

“| came out of the institute and went 
back into the state league before | 
signed for Victory so | had a look at both 
worlds and definitely the AIS helped a 
lot as far as preparing you to move into 
a professional environment.” 


Berger also attended the famous 
Westfield Sports High School and 
credits the school and its football pro- 
gram for his continued development. 
Berger aside, the school boasts an a 
long list of A-League talent as former 
students and it's notable alumni in- 
clude Socceroos Jason Culina, Alex 
Brosque and Harry Kewell. 

“| was very lucky to attend West- 
field Sports High school which had a 
very good football program there. We 
trained pretty much four or five times 
a week so that held me in good stead 
moving into the professional ranks.” 

Despite serving a complete ap- 
prenticeship at Westfield Sports High 
as well as with the Young Socceroos 
and Marconi Stallions, Berger stil 
initially struggled with his move to the 
A-League. 

In his debut season with the Vic- 
tory, the defender was hindered by 
injury and only managed a meagre 
59 minutes of time on the park. It is 
a time which Berger looks back on as 
a learning experience. “I think in the 
long run it definitely helped me a lot” 
Berger said. 

“It was hard, probably the first time in 
my career that I’d had a couple of bad 
injuries but | learnt a lot about myself 
on and off the park regarding rehab 
and getting your body right.” 

Four years on and Berger is vastly 
more experienced footballer. He has 
won a Championship with the Mel- 
bourne Victory and has played in two 
Grand Finals. 

There is no doubt he will be using 
this experience along with his pace 
down the left flank to work his way 
into lan Ferguson’s plans for the Glory 
this season. One thing is for sure - he 
won't stop trying.

COOLEN FOCUSES ON IMPROVEMENT

Openly admitting last Friday night’s 
loss to Brisbane Roar was unac- 
ceptable, Adelaide United Head 
Coach Rini Coolen insists it is not 
panic stations at the Reds as they 
look to turn their fortunes around. 

Coolen was on the front foot today 
to face the criticism following the car- 
nage of the Reds’ 7-1 defeat to the 
league leaders. Addressing the media 
after the Reds returned to training for 
the first time since Friday’s forgettable 
night at Suncorp, the Reds boss did 
not shy away from the scale of the 
loss and his team’s inability to stop a 
first half Roar onslaught. 

“If you look at the game in Brisbane, 
of course you're very disappointed 
with a result like that. I've never had 
that before in my life as a coach, 
conceding so many goals in just 10 
minutes...so in that way | think the 
game was only on for 30 minutes... 
and it definitely was not necessary,” 
Coolen said. 

“We have to move on...we’re defi- 
nitely not making any excuses for 
that, but we have to take that on board 
and be professional and do our work 
and change the way we've started the 
season because we've had a very 
bad season so far.” 

The rapidness and relative ease of 
Brisbane’s first five goals, which came 
after Dario Vidosic had given the 
Reds a dream start with the opening 
goal on 5 minutes, was most concern- 
ing for Coolen.

up the Reds out wide, it all started to 
quickly unravel for United. 

“At that stage the team was not do- 
ing the right things so we conceded 
the second goal and then the gaps 
were getting bigger and bigger, we 
were losing our shape and we lost the 
game in ten minutes because they 
scored four goals through individual 
mistakes and poor defending in the 
box,” Coolen said. 

“The real story is that there’s a big 
gap between Brisbane and the rest 
of the teams, including Adelaide 
United.” 

Despite occupying ninth position on 
the table with just one win from four 
games, the season is still less than a 
month old and Coolen maintains he 
will not be taking any drastic mea- 
sures as the Reds try to find a win- 


ning formula. 

“| prefer not to panic because if | pan- 
ic then what can | ask of the players? 
It's a period where you find out about 
people around you, in and out of the 
club, which mentality they have, and 
that’s something you have to handle 
as a coach...we have to move on and 
have confidence in the people around 
us and solve problems. It’s not easy 
but that’s our job,” Coolen said. 

“We have to stick together, work as a 
team and trust each other. | trust our 
players, | trust the people in our club, 
| trust myself — so there’s no reason 
to panic but we have to be aware of 
everything and we’re not doing well at 
the moment.” 

But while Coolen’s emphasises the 
importance for the club to stay united, 
he did not rule out the possibility of

Coolen said. 

“You don’t get results for free, you 
have to work hard for it, and we have 
to work even harder and that’s what 
we're doing from day to day.”

WHO ARE YA? 

First up, the Republic of Kazakhstan 
IS a real country and not a creation 
of the fevered mind of Brit comic Sa- 
cha Baron Cohen ;-) It is located in 
Central Asia, bordered by five other 
nations, and geographically is the 
biggest former Soviet republic after 
Russia herself. Dating back to the 
5th Century AD, Kazakh culture and 
identity has been shaped as much by 
foreign incursions as by the passage 
of time - the country is a melting-pot 
of peoples and faiths. Islam and 
Orthodox Christianity, ethnic Rus- 
sian/Ukranians and ‘native’ Kazakhs 
along with emigres from neighbour- 
ing nations are the main components 
of this mix. The country’s political 
history has been equally colourful - at 
times it has been a divided ‘khan- 
ate’, an outpost of Abbasid Muslim 
caliphs, part of Genghis Khan’s Mon- 
gol empire and part of the old pre- 
revolutionary Russian Empire before 
being absorbed into Lenin's fledgling 
Soviet Union in 1920, which it re- 
mained a part of until the communist 
superpower’s dissolution in 1991. 


SO WHAT YOU DONE? 

As with all the Soviet republics, foot- 
ballis the national sporting obsession 
and so it was that newly-independent 
Kazakhstan took to the field following 
the end of the USSR, albeit initially as 
a member of the Asian Football Con- 
federation (AFC). The Kazakhs failed 
to qualify for their first international 
tournament, the 1996 Asian Cup held 
in the UAE and despite making it to 
the final qualification stage of France 
‘98 (knocking out Iraq in the process, 
the aftermath of which was Uday 
Hussein's - son of Saddam - alleged 
imprisoning/torturing of Iraqi players 
involved in that defeat), finished last 
in their group (which saw South Ko-

rea qualify automatically and runner- 
up Japan qualify for a tie against Iran, 
which would in turn set the scene for 
the Socceroos’ heartbreak at the 
MCG in November ‘97). 


Kazakhstan cruelly missed out on 
2000 Asian Cup qualification by a 
single point (losing out to Qatar), 
and in a karmic role-reversal the 
Iraqis exacted revenge by pipping 
the Kazakhs to the final group-stage 
of Korea-Japan 2002 WC qualify- 
ing on goal difference, having been 
deadlocked on 14 points. Despite 
the national team being overawed in 
Asian competition, this did not deter 
the Kazakh Football Federation from 
boldly applying for membership of 
UEFAin 2002. Their flimsy reasoning 
being that geographically the country 
could ‘count’ as being ‘within Europe’, 
the European confed nevertheless 
rubber-stamped their application and 
thus Kazakh football ventured into 
the new frontier of Europe. Debut- 
ing as UEFA members for the 2006 
World Cup qualifiers (they had to sit 
out Euro 2004 due to missing the 
cut-off date), they finished dead-last 
in Group 2 (won by Andriy Shevchen- 
ko’s Ukraine)boasting a mere draw 
and six goals to their name. They 
fared little better in Euro 2008 quali- 
fying, although they gained 2 wins 
(one against Serbia) and 4 draws (of 
which 2 were against Belgium), and 
South Africa 2010 was again a bridge
